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STATE PLANS OUTL INED TO MIDATLANTIC PILOTS 


LINCOLN PARK - The 
MidAtlantic Pilots Association 
learned the future of general 
aviation in New Jersey is not 
quite as bleak as it was a few 
years ago, according to Ted 
Matthews, Executive Director 
of the Division of Aeronautics. 

Matthews, the principal 
speaker at the organization’s 
monthly meeting in the Ready 
Room at Lincoln Park Airport. 
said despite the state having 
48 public use airports and one 
seaplane base, it his view that 
most of them will be in service 
for the near future. 

ine, major effort to 
maintain the state’s airport 
infrastructure, he said, is the 
planning that got underway 
last month on a revised State 
Airport System Plan. 

Noting that the plan 
had not been updated in 10 
years, Matthews said the 
consultants will review the 
status of every airport in the 
state and assign rankings that 
will define their importance to 
the system. 

Matthews urged the 
pilots to get involved noting 
that recent legislation was 
aimed at ae the airports.

WASHINGTON, D. C. 
The stories of near misses or 
collisions on runways and 
taxiways are almost daily 
occurrences and the Federal 
Aviation Administration is 
asking all aviation interests to 
pay more attention to ground 
operations. 

To help out, the FAA has 
issued a new wall chart titled, 
"Key Airport Markings and 
Selected Lighting,” that shows 
the latest information on 
markings and lighting.

In addition the FAA has 
a booklet FAA/ASY-20, “Airport 
Markings, Signs, And Selected 
Surface Lighting," that includes 
the same information and also 
introduces what the FAA calls 
"SMGCS" short for "Surface 
Movement Guidance and Control 
System."
